When asked as to what record was made of the income from 
the prostitution, she said it was recorded in a book as room rent, 
She refused to show the interviewing Agents the book in which 
such record is made or to answer further questions about same, 

She claimed that all money taken in at tbe Club 13 is listed in 
a book and all monies taken out are entered, She claimed that 
all monies are kept in the cash register and that none are taken 
home or to JACK GASBARRI at the Club Carnival, No one is paid 
off in connection with the prostitution, She receives $75.00 
per week pay before deductions and is paid in cash, 


Prior to July, 1968, she gave WILLIAM DE SAUTEL's 
sister, whose name she declined to furnish, $300.00 per month in 
accordance with his instructions, 


In response to question as to the last time she actually 
rented a room upstairs, she displayed a register showing last 
entry, not dated, as CARL ANDERSON, address not listed, Based 
on other entries, he rented sometime after September 17, 1968, 

He was from Minnesota, The hotel register reflected three persons 
rented rooms since September 17, 1968, 


Ihere are 13 rooms upstairs over the Club 13, Eight 
rooms in the back and a five room apartment up front, The girls 
used the five room apartment for their dates, 


The upstairs is now locked up and she declined to show 
the premises to the Agents. She said she closed the activities 
because she expected "state men" to be in checking around looking 
for girls about November 19 or 20, 1968, before the deer hunting: 
season, She does not have a bartender's license and can be 
arrested for that, which would result in about a $25,00 fine, 


She does not have a lawyer. 


She said there are no other houses of prostitution in 
Hurley, The dancers at the Club Carnival and the Band Box do not 
Prostitute themselves at their places of employment, These 
dancers ask the male customers to buy a bottle of champaigne and 
"come in the back and we will have a party." The party consists 
of drinking the champaigne, 
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The telephone number at the Club 13 is 561-9949 
and the telphone number at her home is 932-5832 and the latter 
is listed in her name, The telephone at the Club 13 is a 
public pay telephone.
